F'-om  the  report  of  the  Principal  made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  appears 
that  the  present  session  has  opened  most  auspiciously,  the  financial  eiuliarrasit-

So  far  the  names  of  over  one  hundred  \  apila  have  been  registered — fifty- 
ong  of  whom  are  boarders  in  the  Institute.

The  Principal  reports  to  your  Hoard,  that  the  pujuls  are  orderly  and  studi- 
ous in  their  deportment,  and  there  is  not  now-,  and  has  not  lieen  since  he  has 
had  charge  of  the  Institution,  a  (use  of  serious  illness  in  the  Institute. 

Your  Hoard  do  w'.th  great  confidence,  recommend  the  Judson  to  our  friends 
throughout  the  State,  and  earnestly  appeal  u> them  tosustuin  by  their  patronage, 
t'  drown  Institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  ALABAMA  CENTRAL  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

In  response  to  the  gratifying  interest  in  the  Alabama  Central  Female  Col- 
lege manifested  by  this  Convention  at  its  last  meeting,  in  asking  an  annual 
report,  we  take  pleasure- in  communicating  briefly  the  present  condition  and 
prospects  of  the  College. 

The  College  is  located  in  a  retired  part  of  tin1  city  of  Tuscaloosa.  Its  prop- 
erty consists  of  the  noble  structure  originally  used  as  the  State  Capitol,  an  ad- 
ditional four  story  brick  building  erected  in  1861,  and  a  good  supply  of  college 
and  dormitory  furniture,  and  philosophical  apparatus.

I<snncnu,  who  took  charge  of  it  ut  the  la'giiiniiig  "f  the  last  Mission.  Bv  the 
faithful  efforts  of  these  brethren,  thet'cntral  has  widely  extended  its  influence 
forgnod,  and  is  now  receiving  pupils  from  variouH  part*  of  our  State,  and  from 
adjoining  States.  It  has  now  entered  upon  its  seventeenth  session,  with  double 
the  patronage  ot  Inst  year,  and  with  every  primped  of  Increasing  usefulness. 
For  Information  relative  to  the  Central's  completeness  of  organization,  its 
thorough  cotiree  of  atudy,  and  llNample  facilities  in  every  department,  we  refer 
you  to  our  dialogue  of  the  past  session. 

We  trust  that  our  brethren  of  the  Convention  will  continue  to  encourage  us 
In  onrelTorts  to  advance  this  Important  interest,  and  will  allow  the  Central,  as 
an  earnest,  yo  inger  sister,  to  join  hands  with  the  time-honored  Judson  in  the 
noble  work  of  Baptist   female  education.

KEPOKT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  THUSTEEH  OF  IIOWAHD  COLLEGE. 
The  unprecedented  financial  depression  throughniit  tie'  United  States  dur- 
ing the  achohiHtir  year  of  1M?:J— i,  resulting  in  the  failure  of  hanks  and  general 
shrin  Uiigo  of  stis'k's  and  other  values,  have  affected  largely  endowed  iltHtitU- 
tions  of  learning,  while  many  o|  the  less  favored  have  been  totally  unable  to 
Htem  the  tide  of  adversity,  lletire.it  is  with  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to 
the  all  wine  and  bem-ficenl  Providence  that  our  Board  is  enabled,  in  this  their 
Thirty-second  annual  report,  to  state  that  we  have  succeeded  in  retaining  our  ef- 
ficient corps  of  instructors,  and  that  the  college  has  never  been  in  a  more  thorough 
state  of  organization  than  now.  The  prosperity  which  seems  now  to  he  dawning 
upon  us,  encourages  the  hope  t lint  thin  monument  of  the  noble  d Is  and  de- 
vout prayers  of  those  that  have  gone  before  us,  will  receive  that  pecuniary  aid 
(so  long  withheld)  from  those  to  whom  of  right  it  must  look  for  help  ami  sup- 
I  ort,  and  that  thus  we  may  have  reason  to  expect  more  glorious  achievements  in 
the  fu:nre  than  have  been  accomplish* d  in  the  past.  Our  last  session  closed 
with  ninety-live  matriculants.  During  the  present  session,  we  have  up  to  date 
enrolled  ninety-eight  against  eighty-two  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year. 
In  the  Theological  Department  we  have  some  young  men  of  the  first  order  of  in- 
tellect and  christian  character.  To  their  commanding  influence  it  is  believes! 
much  is  due  for  the  moral  tone  and  dignified  bearing  which  characterize  the  stu- 
dents of  Howard  College.  Tuition  Is  furnished  Theological  students  free  of 
charge.  As  we  stated  in  our  last  re|M>rt,  there,  is  no  money  to  represent  this 
department;  and  the  burden  of  sustaining  it  falls  on  the  Faculty  and  your  Board, 
This  amounts  to  alxuit  one  tenth  of  the  income  of  the  institution.  The  call  mi 
the  Churches  throughout  the  State  for  the  needed  relief,   as  authorized  bv  vour 

body  in  Tuscaloosa,  was  made  this  full  through  the  Ai.aiiama  Baptist,  and  a 

marked  copy  was  sent  to  each  minister.  But  the  response* have  been  so  limited 
that  hut  little  will  be  accomplished  from  this  source. 

The  Faculty,  rive  In  number,  with  Col.  J.  T.  Murfee  as  President,  arefalH- 
ellici  -nt  and  faithful.  Too  much  could  not  be  said  in  commendation  of'this 
earnest  and  laborious  corps  of  instructors.  The  high  grade  of  scholarship  and 
the  salutary  discipline  inaugurated  some  three  years  ago,  have  not  only  been 
tiiii'n  hiiuvI  but  strengthened, 

The  Buildings  are  in  a  good  state  ef  repair  and  preservation.  The  bedding 
sn-l  furniture  of  the  Dormitories  is  ample  for  the  present  wants  of  the  stud,  nts 
and  in  ginnl  condition.  The  Dining  Hall,  at  which  nearlv  all  the  students  bourJ 
through  choice,  is  well  and  neatly  kept.  This  is  a  voty  important  feature  of  the 
Institution.     By  the  erection  of  this  building,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  dormi. 
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Tories,  the  expenses  of  a  collegium  education  in  Howard  College  are  as  little,  if 
not  less  tlinn  in  nny  other  institution  of  the  same  high  grade.  Since  our  last  re- 
port we  have  materially  added  tr.  the  college  property  by  negotiating  a  claim 
held  by  the  college  against  the  St.  Francis  street  Church  in  Mobile,  for  a  large 
and  well  improved  1st  adjacent  to  the  college  grounds,  and  now  occupied  by 
the  President.  This  is  so  much  of  a  |terniant>nt  endowment,  and  will  give  an 
annual  income  of  some  two  or  three  hundred  dollars. 

The  Astronomical  and  Philosophical  apparatus  of  the  college  insufficient 
and  in  good  order. 

We  stated  in  our  last  report  that  the  finances  of  the  college  were  in  a  more 
hopeful  condition.  The  indebtedness  having  been  reduced  from  $1 1,222.51  to 
$3,000,  with  the  Faculty  paid  up  to  date.  Nearly  $:!,<MM)  of  this  indebtedness 
was  saved  or  made  to  the  denomination  by  effecting  a  compromise.  To  accom- 
plish which  the  Hoard  authorized  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  on  the  property 
to  borrow  the  necessary  amount  of  money.  For  the  payment  of  this  money  with 
interest,  say  $.3,:i()0,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Convention  at  this  session  to  make 
some  provision. 

The  condition  of  the  country  at  the  opening  of  the  last  session,  was  such 
that  we  were  compelled  to  deviate  in  some  instances  from  our  established  cash 
system,  by  accepting  drafts  in  payment  of  college  dues.  About  $1,000  of  this 
paper  is  yet  uncollected.  We  hope  to  realize  the  money  on  the  most  of  it.  If 
these  collaterals  are  all  collected  there  will  be  no  deficit  in  the  current  expenses 
of  the  past  session. 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  it  was  resolved  that  we  re- 
commend to  the  Convention  at  its  next  session  to  commence  at  once  the  Endow- 
ment of  the  Presidential  Chair.  It  is  for  you  in  your  wisdom  to  determine  what 
course  it  is  best  to  pursu*)  in  regard  to  this  resolution.      Hut   it   is  manifest  that 

If  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  expect  to  hold  tl durational  vantage-ground  tl.ey 

now  possess,  thev  must  arouse  from  the  lethargy  on  this  subject  that  has  pos- 
sessed them  for  the  past  few  years.  Think  of  this  Brethren,  lb-member  that 
we  have  large  endowed  institutions  all  around  us  struggling  for  supremacy. 
While  you  have  a  magnificent  piece  of  property  in  buildings  and  the  necessary 
apparatus,  with  a  live,  efficient  and  energetic  President,  supported  by  a  Faculty 
that  is  all  we  could  desire,  and  also  the  largest  corps  of  students  of  any  male  col- 
lege in  the  State,  can  you  afford  to  longer  subject  your  institution  to  the  un- 
equal task,  and  hazard  its  very  existence?  Our  experience  is  that  nothing  can  be 
accomplished  In  raising  money  by  sending  circulars  out  and  expecting  il  done 
through  gratuitous  agencies.  Yet  we  have  abundant  reason  for  knowing  that 
the  hearts  of  the  people  are  with  us  in  this  great  enterprise,  and  that  when  the 
claims  of  Howard  College  are  properly  presented  to  them,  they  will  respond  ac- 
cording to  their  ability.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  special  work  assigned  to  us  is  to  aid  in  paying  the  board  and  Incidental 
expenses  of  indigent  ministerial  students  at  Howard  College.  Through  lack  of 
funds,  we  have  been  able  to  do  but  little,  During  the  last  session.  Brother  .b>s. 
A.  Howard  was  supported,  and  will  be  during  the  present  session.  The  Ala- 
bama Baptist  Association  has  mainly  contributed  to  his  support,  We  have  only 
$151  in  our  treasury.  Our  appeals  for  funds  have  hitherto  not  been  heeded. 
But  we  are  gratified  to  report  that  several  Associations  have  pledged  funds  to 
be  sent  at  their  next  yearly  sessions,  and  that  several  Associations  and  Churches 
have  directly  sustained  brethren  at  Howard  College,  or  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary,  and  that  the  Interest  on  this  subject  is  becoming  wide- 
spread and  practical.  We  hope  our  brethren  will  take  hold  of  this  work  speedi- 
ly in  the  spirit  and  energy  authorised  and  enjoined  by  our  Savior's  command. 
"Pray  ye  the  I^ord  of  the  harvest  that  lie  would  send  forth  laltorers  untollis 
harvest,  for  the  harvest  is  great  but  the  laborers  ure  few."  ' 
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Since  all  contributions  go  undiminished  to  the  object  designated,  ami  since 
a  cultured  mill  eooaccratfil  military  is  ..ur  great  ni  •«•.!,  our great obligation  and 
our  great  strength,  we  urge  our  pastors  and  Churches  to  place  this  cause  al  the 
headof  the  lint  of  licncvolent  enterprises,  anil  take  up  stated  collections  to  be 
forwarded  to  ihe  President  at  Montgomery.

RKPORT  I'l'ON  THE  ALAHAMA  HAPTIST. 

At  the  hurt  wttMinn  of  the  Convention,  it  was  unanimously  resolved,  that  a 
State  organ  fur  the  llaptist  Denomination  in  Alahama,  was  an  lui|wratlve  neces- 
sity, andthe  establishment  of  it  waa  entrusted  to  your  lloardof  Directum,  with 
the  provision  that,  in  the  undertaking,  they  should  not  involve  the  Convention 
in  any  pocnnlary obligation, 

Immediately  after  returning  home,  the  Hoard  was  convened  t'i  consider  the 
subject,  and  respond  to  1 1 1 •  -  will  of  tlie  Conventual,  The  result  waa  the  adoption 
of  ii  resolution  directing  that  n  specimen  copy  be  gotten  up  for  diatribution 
throughout  tin'  Stiit.',  in  order  to  ascertain  the  feeling  of  the  denomination  upon 
the  subject.  At  the  Name  time,  brethren  B,  'I'.  Winkler,  the  President  <>f  the 
Board,  K.  M.  'league,  .1.  .1.  D.  Henfmeand  D.  VV,  tlwln,  were  requested  to  net  us 
editors.  All  theao  brethren,  for  the  Kiikeof  the  rnuae,  cheerfully  consented  to 
nerve  in  that  rapacity  for  ime  year,  free  of  charge. 

The  specimen  or  trial  number  appeared  alNiul  the  lust  of  December,  and  waa 
annt  to  the  ministry  throughout  the  State,  for  the  pur|Mi  in  of  inviting  a  general 
expression  of  sentiment;  nnd  If  they  approved  the  measure,  of  aecnring  uulwcri- 
burn.  The  steal  and  enthusiasm  with  which  many  of  them  labored  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  new  enterprise,  is  worthy  of  nil  commendation.  Wo  would  lie 
glad  if  the  limits  of  this  report  mini itted  the  ineiitioningof  aome  of  theae  namffl, 
but  lot  the  Al.AH  wi  \  BalTfaT  lie  n  monument  more  enduring  than  hrass,  to  the 
faithful  labors  of  the  ministry  in  the  State  of  Alnbama. 

The  plau  adopted  for  the  establishment  of  the  paper  wan  theaameae  thnt 
rHCommeiide<l  by  the  rommlttec  on  the  subject  at  your  lost  session,  via:  1.  To 
secure  the  most  reasonable  contract  with  some  publisher,  to  print  and  deliver 

folded,  aa  many  copies  as  might  I idled  for,  of  a  specified  size  and  mechanical 

execution,  and  at  a  Hxed  price  for  the  lirst  thousand,  and  so  much  for  the  second 
or  fractional  portion  thereof.  2.  To  secure  a  suliicient  number  of  subscribers  to 
provide  un  income  adequate  to  defray  the  expenses  of  publication. 

After  much  correspondence  ami  labor,  ami  on  the  guarantees  of  brethren 
throughout  the  State,  the  regular  publication  of  the  paper  was  begun  on  the  17th 
day  of  March  last.  Although  the  number  of  subscribers  was  not  vel  adequate, 
the  risk  of  publication  was  assumed  by  individual  responsibility,  wli'ch  enabled 
your  Hoard  to  give  the  assurance  that  the  paper  should  be  published,  at  least  one 
year,  without  the  imposition  of  ntiy  burden  upon  the  Convention.  In  common 
with  all  new  enterprises,  this,  demanded  that  a  considerable  sum  should  he  spent 
in  advertising,  in  order  to  get  it  before  the  people.  We  preferred  making  our 
own  paper  the  medium  for  this  purpose;  und  accordingly,  for  three  or  foifr 
months,  had  several  hundred  extra  copies  printed  weekly* for  gratuitous  distri- 
bution among  the  ministers  and  other  persons  throughout  the  State. 

It  will  be  remeinberwl  that  this  enterprise  was  inaugurated  during  the  moat 
gloomy  period  financially,  that  perhaps  has  ever  visited  the  State, — at  ■  time 
when,  bow  to  procure  the  necessaries  of  life  until  another  crop  shook!  he  mode, 
was  the  absorbing  i|  nest  ion  with  many  of  our  people.  Many  other*  who  were 
in  butter  circumstances,  had  already  subscribed  for  one  religious  paper,  und 
were  unable  to  take  u  second.  <>n  these  accounts  the  numbcrof  subscribers  ob- 
tained during  the  lirst  months  of  its  history,  cannot  be  regarded  us  a  just  index 
of  the  desire  for  a  State  paper. 

The  warm  reception  that  It  lias  everywhere  met,  together  with  the  growing 
favor  manifested,  not  only  by  cordinl  expressions,  but  by  increasing  numbers  of 
snbscriln'rs,  forbids  any  question  as  to  tho  determination'  and  ubility  of  the  Do- 
noiuiiitttiuu  to  sustain  tbuir  pa|*jr. 
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In  reference  to  the  financial  and  minor  details  of  the  management  of  the 
Ai.aiiama  BaPTIHT,  our  books  and  vouchors  an- open  for  the  examination  of  your 
committee  on  this  subject.  Suffice  it  here  to  state,  that  the  Ai.aiiama  Baptist 
owes  nothing,  and  hsa  a  sufficient  amount  of  cash  and  asuots  on  hand,  not  to 
say  anything  alsmt  what  will  accrue  from  advertisements,  to  carry  it  on  under 
the  present  programme  until  its  anniversary — the  time  for  the  renewal  of  a 
large  proportion  of  its  subscribers. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  that  important  service  lias  been  rendered  to  the  paper 
by  Brother  Lyon,  a  Theological  student  of  [Inward  College,  who  has  attended  to 
the  mailing  of  tl.o  successive  issues  and  the  keeping  of  iTie  lssiks  and  accounts. 
The  fidelity  and  efficiency  with  which  he  has  discharged  these  offices  claim  this 
public  and  cordial  recognition.  Of  the  responsibilities  and  laltors  which  have 
devolved  upon  the  Editor-in-chief  and  his  Associates,  and  the  self-sacrificing 
spirit  with  which  they  have  sustained  them,  much  could  Is1  said,  but  we  think 
best  to  leave  it  to  your  body  to  give  expression  of  the  feelings  and  obligations  of 
the  Denomination  of  Alabama  for  these  services. 

We  now  turn  the  Ai.aiiama  BAPTIST,  with  all  of  its  books  i.nd   assets,  over 

to  you  for  its  future  location  and  management.

Your  committee  dors  nut  feel  called  upon  In  this  presence  to  vindicate  the 
clniTiis  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  command  of  the  Master  is  ilmr  and  impera- 
tlvo.  And  we,  ourselves,  c»wu  to  tliis  agvncy  tho  gift  of  the  Gospel  with  its 
manifold  and  inestimable  blessings. 

Hut  there  lira  special  reasons  why  the  work  in  which  our  Hoard  is  engaged, 
should  secure  the  lively  sympathy  and  active  co-operation  of  their  Christian 
brotherhood  throughout  the  South.  The  Southern  Baptists  who  have  repaired 
to  Foreign  hinds  for  the  publication  of  the  Truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  to  the  igno- 
rant and  degraded,  have  gone  thither  at  our  instance,  and  relying  upon  our  aid. 
They  justly  look  to  us  for  whatever  supplies  are  needed  to  sustain  and  cheur 
tlieni  in  theirarduous  work.  And  further,  our  Missionaries  are  Providentially 
occupying  posts  where  the  success  of  the  (J  OH  pel  will  exercise  a  continental  in 
11  nonce, — they  are  in  China  tho  conservative  empire  of  the  Orient,  where  half  tho 
population  of  the  whole  world  acknowledges  tho  Tartar  sceptre— ami  they  aro 
ill  Rome,  the  seat  of  that  corrupted  Christianity  which  has  infected  all  the  na- 
tions of  the  West.  In  the  contest  going  on  between  the  kingdoms  of  Darkness 
and  of  Light,  our  Southern  hosts  have  been  assigned  the  high  places  of  the  field. 

To  produce  any  results  worthy  of  the  cause,  or  of  ourselves,  we  need  a 
higher  spirit  of  consecration  and  self  -sacrifice.  Our  Hoard  is  in  debt,  our  Mis- 
sionaries are  sulTering,  and  unless  sustained  by  more  generous  offerings  than 
they  now  receive,    must  suspend    a  work    which    (iod   is  blessing,    and  leave  a 

people  who  ar iger  to  receive  their  teachings.      Still  further,  the  success  which 

has  attended  our  missions  demands  that  we  shall  augment,  the  number  of  labor- 
ers.  Mow  can  we  suiter  our  Hoard  to  be  dishonored — our  Missionaries  to  be 
recalled — the  gracious  answers  of  Heaven  to  our  prayer*  for  the  heathen  to  wake 
in  our  hearts  no  thankful  and  liberal  response".'  Mow  shall  we  satisfy  ourselves 
in  doing  less  for  this  sacred  cause  at  the  very  moment  when  fairness,  fraternity, 
and  piety  require  that  we  should  do  more  than  everV 

Alabama  has  a  special  interest  In  the  Foreign  Mission  work.  J  In  the  persona 
of  Brethren  llartwcll  and  Williams,  and  Mrs.  Crawford,  she  has  given  her  own 
IIchIi  and  blond  to  China.  And  in  the  persons  of  |)r.  Taylor  and  the  Italian 
Evangelist,  she  recognizes  those  devoted  spirits  who  are  attacking  her  own  foe 
in  his  stronghold — that  stealthy  Romanism  whose  out-posts  encircle  the  Clulf  of 
Mexico,  and  whose  emissaries  are  floating  up  over  our  State  like  a  |NiisonouH 
mist  from  the  marshes,  And  thus  it  is  that  our  children  in  their  exile,  and  our 
children  at  homo,  as  well  us  the  blessed  Christ  in  Heaven,  demand  that  a  new 
interest  shall  be  awakened  in  tho  Foreign  Missionary  work.

The  Committee  on  Education  ls»g  leave,  biieflyto  report,  that  the  bw'eh,  i- 
ne.  s  of  Howard  College,  amount' ig  to  about  $:i,:li  >,  requires  to  be  pmvid  1  ."  >r, 
at  the  present  sera' on  of  the  Convention.  Th's  pro\'iou  pen  not  longer  lie  <"e- 
forred  without  huurd'ng  the  loss  or  permanent  incumbrance  of  tlie  College 
property.  The  Trustees  have  entitled  themselves  to  the  (gratitude  oT  the  Con- 
vention, for  r  '.ucing  the  debt  of  till  College,  witb'n  t.io  Inst  few  years,  by 
nearly  $h,(H)() — due  to  Ii  lancial  skiM.  fn  addition  to  such  provVmn,  it  is  emi- 
nently nesonsary,  at  once  to  provide  such  endowment.  The  Trustee*  recommend 
measures  to  endow  the  Pros'dency.  With  such  endowment  the  College  might 
compete  sneee  sfu'ly,  for  some  years,  with  iicMibo.lng  institutions.  Wethcro- 
foie  recommend  thai  a  suitable  sge.it  be,  pieced  in  the  field  to  secure  an  endow- 
ment of  $100, 000,  the  in.ere.t  upon  '.he  first  $:!0,<><)<)  collect  <l,  to  b3  devoted  to 
thw  Pro  Ident's  salary,  so  long  as  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  find  it  ir  cr  >  it y  to  make 
such  appi.iprintion.  Something  of  this  chancier  is  tin-  only  alternative  to  u'tl- 
matc  fa'lure,  and  the  abandonment  of  the  work  of  many  years. 

We  are  happy  to  re|Hirt,  that  the  Howard,  'n  everv  other  r  ■"prcl  than  the  pc- 
cun'ary  one,  is  makii  'constant  ad*. .nee*,  on  the  high  rid  d  wrved  reputation 
it  already  enjoys,  especially  attracting  the  attention  of  t  arne  it  young  men  '(Mik- 
ing to  the  work  of  toe  ministry.    Tho  Judson  and  the  Central  Female  Collcgo, 
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arc  also  receiving  an  increased  patron  ape,  and  furnishing  m  character  nf  instruc- 
tion eipial  to  any  institutions  of  th*  kind  in  tin-  country. 

No  more  important  subject  could  engage  the  attention  of  the  Convention 
than  that  entrusted  to  the  Hoard  of  Education,  having  special  reference  to  the 
expenses  of  young  men  preparing  themselves  f«>r  the  Uospe]  ministry  Perhaps. 
however,  it  would  lie  ns  well  to  simplify  th«  work  of  the  Convention  having  re- 
lation to  this  matter,  by  re-entrusting  the  work  of  this  Hoard  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Convention,  as  in  former  years.
